The  Conservatory  of  Music  is  the  largest  department  of  the 
School  of  Fine  Arts,  its  enrollment  during  the  year  being  one  hun- 
dred and  eighty-five.  The  faculty  of  the  Conservatory  is  made  up 
of  carefully  chosen  instructors  who  have  studied  under  the  masters 
of  Europe  and  America. 

Professor  J.  W.  Bixel,  Dean  of  the  Conservatory  and  vocal  in- 
structor, has  done  much  during  the  past  five  years  toward  raising 
the  musical  standard  of  Ottawa.  In  addition  to  his  teaching  and 
chorus  work  he  has  been  instrumental  in  bringing  to  Ottawa  several 
musicians  of  note.

SCHOOL  OF  EXPRESSION 

The  School  of  Expression,  under  the  direction  of  Miss  Alice  Dean  Spalding,  has  grown  during  the  year  both  in  num- 
ber of  students  enrolled  and  in  quality  of  work  done.  Miss  Spalding  received  her  training  in  the  Boston  School  of  Ex- 
pression. 

The  aim  of  the  courses  of  this  department  is  to  gain,  through  scientific  training,  the  harmonious  development  of 
mind,  body  and  voice.  Many  practical  and  valuable  courses  are  offered,  special  emphasis  being  placed  upon  a  study  of 
the  interpretation  of  literature,  and  upon  dramatic  works,  both  classical  and  modern. 


Ottawa  University  is  justly  proud  of  her  record  in  debating  activities.  Each  year  the  debate  schedule  has  become 
stronger,  and  the  spring  of  1913  finds  the  college  with  the  strongest  schedule  in  the  history  of  the  institution.  The  sched- 
ule includes  five  intercollegiate  debates  and  one  inter-academy  debate.  All  of  these  are  with  schools  which  are  strong  in 
debate. 

This  year  for  the  first  time  debate  prizes  are  offered.  This  is  made  possible  through  the  generosity  of  two  business 
men  of  Ottawa,  who  offer  prizes  of  twenty-five  dollars  and  twenty  dollars,  respectively,  for  the  best  and  second  best  de- 
baters in  school. 

The  Debate  Extension  Department  was  also  organized  this  year  under  the  supervision  of  Professor  C.  0.  Hardy  for 
the  purpose  of  supplying  debate  material  to  the  high  schools  of  the  state. 

Much  of  Ottawa's  success  in  debating  during  the  last  few  years  has  been  due  to  the  efficient  coaching  of  Professors 
C.  0.  Hardy  and  C.  V.  Stansell.  In  addition,  Professor  Stansell  conducts  a  class  in  oratory  and  debate,  which  is  effective 
in  training  beginning  debaters.

The  year  1898  marks  the  beginning  of  the  debate  activities  of  Ottawa  University.  Since  that  year  twenty  intercolle- 
giate and  two  academic  debates  have  been  participated  in  by  Ottawa  students,  of  which  number  ten  were  victories  and  ten 
defeats.

Pi  Kappa  Delta  is  a  new  organization  at  Ottawa  University.  It  is  the  local  chapter  of  a  new  national  forensic  fraternity.  The  fraternity 
was  organized  in  response  to  a  long-felt  need  for  some  suitable  way  of  recognizing  the  merits  of  intercollegiate  orators  and  debaters.  Such  a 
movement  had  been  agitated  by  a  number  of  colleges  throughout  the  country  for  several  years,  when  at  the  State  Prohibition  Oratorical  Contest, 
held  at  Manhactan,  Kansas,  on  March  21,  1912,  John  A.  Shields,  of  Ottawa  University,  and  E.  A.  Vaughn,  of  Kansas  State  Agricultural  College, 
were  designated  as  a  committee  to  represent  the  interests  of  Kansas  colleges  in  the  movement. 

At  the  Old  Line  State  Oratorical  Contest  at  Winfield,  Kansas,  on  March  29,  1912,  C.  J.  Boddy,  of  Kansas  Wesleyan  University,  was  included 
on  the  above  named  committee.  These  men  secured  the  appointment  of  similar  committees  in  Wisconsin,  Illinois,  Iowa,  Missouri  and  Nebraska. 
The  several  state  committees  agreed  upon  an  executive  committee  composed  of  four  officers,  Professor  E.  R.  Nichols  of  Ripon  College,  Ripon, 
Wis.,  president;  E.  A.  Vaughn  of  the  Kansas  State  Agricultural  College,  Manhattan,  Kansas,  vice-president;  J.  H.  Krenmyre  of  Iowa  Wesleyan 
University,  historian,  and  John  A.  Shields  of  Ottawa  University,  Ottawa,  Kansas,  secretary.  The  Executive  Committee  framed  a  constitution, 
and  the  committeemen  of  the  various  states  were  considered  the  National  Council. 

As  soon  as  the  framework  of  the  fraternity  was  completed  local  chapters  were  organized  in  the  following  colleges:  Ottawa  University,  Ot- 
tawa, Kansas;  Southwestern  Kansas  College,  Winfield,  Kansas;  Washburn  College,  Topeka,  Kansas;  Iowa  Wesleyan  University,  Mount  Pleas- 
ant, Iowa;  Morningside  College,  Sioux  City,  Iowa;  Ripon  College,  Ripon,  Wisconsin,  and  Illinois  Wesleyan  University,  Bloomington,  111. 

With  these  local  chapters  organized  and  properly  installed  the  work  of  organizing  state  chapters  began.  The  Kansas  chapter  was  organized 
at  Ottawa  on  March  28,  1913,  and  Benjamin  Franklin  of  Washburn  College  was  elected  president. 

The  charter  members  of  the  local  chapter  at  Ottawa  University  are:  Leland  H.  Jenks,  who  was  also  elected  president;  John  A.  Shields, 
Jesse  E.  Elder,  Charles  T.  Battin  and  Sam  Marsh.  The  other  members  of  the  local  chapter  who  were  admitted  at  the  first  meeting  and  instal- 
lation are:  Professors  C.  O.  Hardy  and  C.  V.  Stansell,  and  George  A.  Peterson,  James  Tanner  and  Walter  Martin,  active  members,  and  Misses 
Elsie  Shields  and  Goldena  Hall,  associate  members. 

The  fraternity  fills  a  great  need,  and  promises  to  be  an  encouragement  to  work  in  intercollegiate  oratory  and  debate.

The  chorus  was  organized  by  Professor  J.  W.  Bixel,  and  for  five  years 
has  been  under  his  direction.

EXTRACTS  FROM  A  COTTAGE  GIRL'S  DIARY 

(Only  such  parts  of  the  diary  have  been  chosen  for  publication  as  were  typical  of  Cottage  life.) 


Ottawa,  September  9,  1912. 
"I  am  almost  sorry  that  I  came  to  Ottawa  before  the  other  girls 
had  arrived,  it  is  so  quiet  at  the  Cottage.  But  then,  I  have  a  good 
chance  to  see  the  building  and  to  get  acquainted  with  Aunt  Maggie, 
Jenny,  the  cats  and  Billy.  The  Cottage  itself  is  a  big  white  frame 
building  at  the  northeast  corner  of  the  campus,  where  the  grass  is 
the  greenest  and  the  trees  the  shadiest  in  the  whole  thirty-three  acres. 
The  front  porch  is  the  most  attractive  place  I  have  seen  for  a  long 
time,  covered  with  green  vines  and  furnished  with  settees  and  ferns. 
The  balustrades  are  made  of  cement,  and  go  zigzagging  down  the 
sides  of  the  steps,  making  fine  places  to  sit.  Aunt  Maggie  says  that 
she  has  to  call  the  girls  in  and  shoo  the  boys  away  it  is  so  attractive. 


The  rooms  are  pretty  and  home-like,  but  Aunt  Maggie  says  that  they 
look  much  nicer  after  the  girls  get  their  pictures  and  pennants  up."

Aunt  Maggie  said  that 
he  was  nice,  for  he  had  been  coming  to  the  Cottage  ever  since  he  was 
a  Freshman." 


"I  guess  that  I  will  be  an  Olympian,  but  the  Philals  are  awfully 
nice.  It's  mighty  hard  to  decide  which  literary  society  to  join,  as  part 
of  the  girls  belong  to  one,  and  part  to  the  other.  I  wonder  what  'Ini- 
tiation' is?"

"We  had  'Initiation'  last  night.  It  was  fun,  only  some  of  the  girls 
didn't  want  to  do  what  they  were  told  and  got  mad  when  they  found 
they  had  to.  They  soon  recovered,  though.  The  spread  afterward 
was  fine.' 

The  Seniors  had  a  candy  party  in  the  kitchen  for  their  friends  last 
night.  I'm  glad  Aunt  Maggie  lets  us  have  them,  for  now  I  know  what 
I  can  do  when  Gertrude  comes  to  see  me." 

"Elsie  was  locked  out  last  night.  Aunt  Maggie  was  terribly  se- 
vere, but  Elsie  explained  to  her  that  she  was  over  to  John's.  John  is 
her  married  brother." 

"I  wish  the  boys  who  take  their  meals  here  would  not  hang 
around  so  long  afterward.  I  asked  if  the  boy  and  girl  who  stand  by 
the  stair  post  after  every  meal  are  engaged,  and  one  of  the  girls  said, 
'No,  they've  just  got  a  case,  but  probably  will  be  some  day,  as  they 
are  both  Seniors.'  The  two  who  stand  by  the  window  have  a  case 
also,  but  the  girls  said  you  couldn't  tell,  for  she  is  a  Senior  and  he  is 
only  a  Soph." 

"Aunt  Maggie  gave  her  annual  surprise  party  last  night.  I  had 
hurried  home  from  the  musical  and  was  in  bed  when  I  heard  some 
boys  singing  'Hail,  hail,  the  gang's  all  here.'  It  was  in  the  parlor, 
and  the  old  girls  were  all  saying  how  surprised  they  were.  I  was,  too, 
for  I  didn't  know  that  Aunt  Maggie  gave  a  party  each  year.  We  had 
the  dandiest  fruit  salad  with  whipped  cream  on  it,  just  like  we  have 
for  dessert  on  Sundays  and  peoples'  birthdays.  Jenny  can  make  the 
best  whipped  cream." 

"Mid-semester  exams.  Aunt  Maggie  said  I  could  sit  up  and  study 
with  a  lamp  after  the  lights  were  out  if  I  would  go  to  bed  at  twelve, 
but  that  I  must  not  injure  my  health.  I  won't  write  in  my  diary  again 
for  a  long  time." 
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The  Woman's  Civic  Association  was  first  organized  May  12,  1912.  Previous 
to  that  time  there  has  been  organized  at  Ottawa  University  a  "Political  Club" 
among  the  young  men  of  the  college.  Owing  to  the  unusual  interest  in  the 
presidential  campaign,  the  Political  Club  was  a  live  and  faithfully  attended  or- 
ganization in  the  spring  of  the  year  1912. 

The  public-spirited  women  of  Ottawa  University  were  also  interested  in  the 
current  of  the  world's  affairs.  But  the  club  organized  by  the  young  men  voted 
down  woman  suffrage,  and  would  not  admit  women  to  membership.  Thereupon, 
the  young  women,  led  by  Augusta  Geisenhener,  organized  the  Woman's  Civic 
Association  and  met  to  discuss  public  questions  to  their  heart's  content.  Young 
women  who  opposed  woman  suffrage  were  included  in  its  membership,  seeking 
to  be  informed  on  questions  of  the  day,  even  though  they  did  not  care  to  spread 
their  influence  by  the  ballot. 

Throughout  the  fall  semester  of  1912  the  Association  met  regularly,  and  it 
has  a  full  program  for  the  spring  semester.  After  the  presidential  election,  the 
Political  Club  died,  but  that  same  election  enfranchised  Kansas  women,  and  the 
Woman's  Civic  Association  lives  on. 

The  young  women  discuss  moral,  social  and  political  questions,  and  with 
unreserved  admission  of  their  ignorance,  they  strive  to  learn.  They  earnestly 
seek  to  learn  how  to  wield  the  ballot  intelligently  and  to  cast  their  influence  in 
a  woman's  own  true  way  for  the  furtherance  of  individual,  social  and  political 
righteousness.  Out  of  this  Association  are  to  come  women  who  are  to  take  their 
stand  at  the  ballot  box  and  help  to  mold  the  future  destiny  of  Kansas  and  of  the 
United  States.  They  honestly  and  squarely  face  the  issue,  and  seriously  seek 
the  solution  of  its  problems. 
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The  Prohibition  League  of  Ottawa  University  now  has 
the  largest  membership  in  the  history  of  the  school.  It  is  a 
branch  of  the  National  Prohibition  Association,  which  is  an 
organization  of  college  students  all  over  the  land  for  the  pur- 
pose of  making  a  sane,  economic  and  sociological  study  of  the 
liquor  problem. 

The  National  Prohibition  Association  offers  the  highest 
honors  in  college  oratory  that  may  be  won.  It  includes  about 
four  hundred  colleges  and  universities  in  twenty-five  states 
of  the  Union  in  an  oratorical  system. 

Ottawa  University  has  furnished  more  winning  orators 
in  the  Kansas  contests  than  any  other  school  in  the  state,  be- 
sides furnishing  a  number  of  campaigners  to  various  states. 

The  State  Association  was  entertained  in  Ottawa  at  the 
time  of  the  Prohibition  Contest  on  March  28,  1913.

Odor  secretary  and  treasurer.  Mrs.  G.  F.  Heffelbower  was  requested  to  become  the  club  "mother."  The  girls  voted  to 
meet  every  alternate  Saturday  evening  at  five  o'clock  and  spend  an  hour  with  their  mending,  and  eat  a  supper  that  should 
cost  each  one  present  a  nickel.

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The  football  season  of  1912  was  perhaps  as  disastrous  as  any  in  the  history  of 
football  at  Ottawa  University.  Without  the  encouragement  of  a  single  victory 
Captain  "Pete"  and  his  team  waged  an  uphill  fight  to  the  end  of  the  season.  Men 
of  less  stern  stuff  than  composed  our  team  would  have  laid  down  on  the  job  and 
called  off  the  schedule.  But  with  that  indomitable  spirit  which  characterizes  all 
our  activities  the  boys  went  into  each  game  grimly  determined  to  do  their  best, 
and  this  "never-say-die"  spirit  won  credit  and  honor  for  both  the  team  and  O.  U. 

"Touchdown  Ted''  was  gone;  "Big  Chet"  was  missing  from  his  "hole;"  Mc- 
Clay,  "Bat"  and  "Fat"  had  also  graduated  from  football.  Five  big  holes  must  be 
filled.    Inexperienced  but  nervy  men  fell  into  the  depleted  ranks. 

With  hopes  high  the  "boys"  invaded  the  camp  of  "Billy  Jewell;"  but  when  the 
sun  disappeared  that  day  those  same  hopes  were  shattered.  Shortly  after  this 
encounter  the  Redskins  stole  into  our  camp  determined  to  get  our  scalp.  For 
two  quarters  they  were  compelled  to  be  satisfied  with  three  points  while  we  were 
exulting  over  a  touchdown.  But  beef  and  brawn  beat  down  our  defense  in  the 
third  and  fourth  quarters,  and  again  we  were  humbled.  From  this  game  "Brick" 
was  placed  on  the  injured  list.  In  the  Pittsburg  game  victory  was  ours,  when 
the  unexpected  happened,  and  Bob  was  carried  off  with  one  ankle  useless.  Wash- 
burn, Baker,  St.  Marys  and  Fairmont  each  took  their  turn,  and  when  the  season 
closed  O.  U.'s  team  was  "never-victorious." 

A  few  days  later  we  were  delighted,  though  not  surprised,  to  hear  that  Cap- 
tain "Pete"  had  been  chosen  for  the  all-Kansas  eleven.  C.  E.  McBride  also  said 
that  "Chuck"  Battin  was  "a  real  live  bear  cat,"  which  we  were  not  slow  to  be- 
lieve. 

Our  unquenchable  hopes  and  unconquerable  spirit  compel  us  to  believe  that 
the  season  of  1913  will  have  a  different  account  to  give.    Here's  hoping,  "Jess."

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THE  BASKETBALL  SEASON 

With  a  record  of  thirteen  victories  out  of  fifteen  games  played,  and  a  total  of  654  points  against  390  scored  by  oppo- 
nents, the  basketball  season  of  1912-13  proved  to  be  the  most  successful  in  years.  This  brilliant  record  gives  Ottawa  Uni- 
versity second  place  in  the  Conference,  on  a  straight  percentage  basis,  the  strong  College  of  Emporia  team  being  the  only 
team  met  by  Captain  Bennett  and  his  ball  tossers  which  was  able  to  humble  them.  Brilliant  team  work,  lightning-like  speed, 
and  the  coaching  of  one  of  the  best  coaches  in  Kansas  were  responsible  for  the  splendid  showing  of  the  Ottawa  team,  and 
these  things,  backed  up  by  the  Ottawa  spirit,  developed  the  almost  never-victorious  team  of  1911-12  into  the  almost  ever- 
victorious  team  of  1912-13.  Much  credit  is  also  due  to  Munger  and  Jewell,  the  speedy  Kansas  City  boys,  who  are  recog- 
nized as  two  of  the  best  basketball  players  in  Kansas. 

Captain  Ransom  Bennett  may  well  be  said  to  have  been  the  brains  of  the  team,  and  at  his  position  at  guard  he  was  a 
whirlwind.  Harry  Jewell,  Bennett's  team  mate,  not  only  brought  to  grief  nearly  every  forward  who  came  his  way,  but  also 
scored  his  share  of  points.  Harold  Hanson,  at  center,  yields  the  laurels  to  no  one  when  it  comes  to  getting  the  tip-off,  and 
he  ranks  third  as  point-getter  for  the  team.  Arthur  Ward,  the  veteran  forward,  finished  his  third  and  last  successful  sea- 
son on  this  year's  team,  and  he  ranks  first  as  a  basket-shooter,  having  eighty  baskets  to  his  credit.  Charles  Munger,  the 
other  forward,  is  credited  with  more  spectacular  plays  during  the  season  than  any  other  man  on  the  squad.  He  did  the 
free  throwing  for  the  team  and  finished  with  184  points  to  his  credit.  David  Stallard,  the  only  regular  substitute  on  the 
team,  was  general  utility  man.    He  participated  in  five  games  during  the  season,  securing  nine  baskets. 


THE  "WHITE  DIAMONDS" 

No  athletic  team  can  finish  a  season  with  such  a  record  as  that  of  the  Ottawa  basketball  team  without  an  aggressive, 
loyal  second  team  against  which  to  practice,  and  that  is  what  the  first  team  had  in  the  "White  Diamonds,"  the  second  ag- 
gregation. The  members  of  this  team  appeared  regularly  at  practice,  and  by  their  loyal  support  and  co-operation  helped 
to  make  the  first  team  a  winner. 

Not  only  this,  but  the  "White  Diamonds"  finished  a  successful  season  of  their  own,  playing  five  games  and  scoring  a 
total  of  346  points  as  against  146  scored  by  their  opponents.    The  members  of  the  team  were :    Charles  Banning  and  George 
Peterson,  centers ;  William  Hickey  and  Glen  Blair,  forwards ;  and  Robert  Brannan  and  Frank  Smith,  guards.
